Venice, Dec. 17. N.S. We are in daily Expe&ation 
of hearing chat the Spaniards have entred Milan. Don 
Philip, after having {taid a few Days at Parma, went to 





Pavia, and fome Detachments of his Army being advan- | 


eed within a few Miles of Milan, he fent to demand the 
Keysof the City, and to notify that he would foon come 
and reccive Homage for the Dutchy. The Government 
immediately held a Council, and fent a proper Deputati- 
on with the Keys tothe Infant. The Great Chancellor,and 
other Officers of the Emprefs, after having provided in the 
beft Manner for Defence of the Citadel, in which there is 
a Garrifon of 2400 Men, fet out for the Mantuan. Pr. 
Lichtenftein, with 13000 Men, among whom were fume 
Piedmontefe B .ttalions, was advanced to the TiciuoJand 
had very near compleated his Bridge before the Spaniards 
were apprifed ofit: Ashe had a good Train of Artillery, 
and the Spaniards wanted Cannon, he will probably have 
effeéted the Paffige. 

Turin, Dec. 18. The Spaniards have for this Week 
paft kept hovering about the Lumellina, Vigevano, and 
the Borders of Tefin on both Sides that River, which has 
Obliged the King of Sardinia to continue with the Army, 
and has kept Prince Lichtenttcin between Vercelli and 
Novarre : But they fvem now determined to march to 
Milan, where they already have fome Troops; and his 
Sardinian Majefty is again exp:@ed at Turin in three or 
four Days.

A- 
thong{t thofe who ftaid here were the young Pretender, 
the Perfons ftiling themfelves Duke of Perth, and the 
French Ambaffador,.as alfo Lochyel, Clanronaid, 
Glengary, and Keppoch. Lord Elcho went laft Night 
with the 400 to Dumfries, as did the reft this Day, intend- 
ing, as they gave'out, to ftay there tit! Monday next. 

Another Body of the Rebels, of about 2000, marched 
Yefternight from the Esk to Ecclefechan, aid ftaid there 
all Night. The Macpherfons were of this Party, and 
Lord Ogilvy was with them. * 

It is thought that thofe of them who went to Dumfries 
wil] march towards the Forth by Sanquhair, Douglas, 








&c. and thofe who were at Ecclefechan wij] march by 
Moffat, and join the others before they get tothe Forth. 

Aunan, Dec. 23 The Rebels, to the Number of about 
4000 (as is computed) went from hence to Dumfries an 
Saturday laft the art inftant, and remained there till 7 
of the Clock this Morning, at which Time they began to 
march, and had ali left the Town before 8. They de- 
manded ‘Two thoufand Pounds Contribution at Dum- 
fries, One thoufand whereof was immediately paid, and, 
as a Security for the other, they have taken along with 
them two Gentlemen as Prifoners. They alfo infifted 
on One thoufand Pair of Shoes, paid nothing for~Quar- 
ters, and did a prodigious deal ot Miichief every where. 
It is faid they marched from Dumfries th's Morning in 
ger Precipitation, being alarm’d by a Report, that a 

arty of the Army under the Command of his Royal 
Highnefs the Duke of Cumberland was at Annan. We 
hear, that the Rebels who went to Moffat, and were 
computed about, 2000 in Number, had Orders not to 
march from that Place till this Day; and it is faid the 
whole Rebel Army was to march North by Way of 
Douglas. The young Pretender, Duke of Perth, Lord 
Pitfligo, Lochyel and Keppoch, went by Dumfries; 
Lord Tullibardine, Lord George Murray, Lords Ogil- 
vy and Nairn, went by Moffat. 

Peurith, Dec. 23 The inain Body of the Rebels was 
in this Town upon Wednefday the 18th inftant, wien 
their Rear Guard, which confilted of about 1009 of their 
beft Men, was.driven out of the Village of Clifton, by 
about 300 difmounted Dragoons, 12 of whom were kil- 
led, and 24 wounded. As foon as the News: arrived 
here, Orders were given by the Rebels to prepare for a 
March forthwith, and about eight that Evening they fet 
out from hence, and continued marching all Night to- 
wards Carlifle, where they arrived at nine of the Clock 
the next Morning. The tame Morning St. George’s 
Dragoons came into this Town, and marched on with- 
out halting as far as Hesket, cight Miles from Carlifle, 
where they continued all that Night, and on Friday the 
2oth. His Royal H'ghnefs the Duke -halted here with 
the reft of the Army on Friday. At four of the Clock 
on Saturday Morning our whole Army marched in three 
Columns towards Carlifle, his Royal Highnefs with the 
Infantry making the Center along the Poft Road, and 
the Horfe and Dragoons in two Columns, one on his

ton Hall. They joined on Carlton Moor, and took 
their Quarters in the Villages round Carlifle, which 
Place the Rebels left on Friday, having ftaid there but 
one Night to change the Garrifon. Whilft the High- 
landers were in this Town, they were guilty of great 
Excefles; they broke open feveral Houfes and Shops, 
took away great Quantities of Goods, and threw into

From the Loudon Prints, Dec. 28. 

Placentia, Dec. 19. The Count de Gazole has been 
made General of the Army raifed inthis Dutchy and that 
of Parma. The Marguis de Contftellar fet out Yefter- 
day in the Evening for Godonio, and paffed over the fine 
Bridge built on the Po, which was finithed laft Thurfday, 
and at the Head of which a Fort has been ere&ted, anda 
confiderable Detachment put into it for its Defence: So 
that we have thereby reftored the Commerce and Com- 
munication with the other Side of the Po, which we 
wanted fo much. The Troops which the Marquis de 
Caftellar has taken along with him, make about 4000 
effective Men, and others are taking the fame Route from 
all Parts of this State, and likewe pafs the Poon the 
Bridge above-mentioned. It is judged here that all thefe 
Troops are detigned for the Siege of Pizzightona, the 
Garrifon of which confifts of 1s00 Men; but contider- 
ing the prefent Seafon, this Siege mutt needs laft a con- 
fiderable time: In the mean while the Artillery required 
for that Enterprize is going that Way both by Land and 
Water, and teveral Pieces of Cannon are already arriv- 
ed in the Neighbourhood of that City. It is pretended 
that the Infant Don Philip will not undertake the Siege 
of the Citadel of Milan, ’till he has done with Pizzighito- 
na: However this may be, it feems to be decided, that 
the Campaign fhall be continued, notwithftanding the’ 
Seafon. All the Taylors and Shoemakers of this City 
are employed Night and Day, Sundays and Holidays not 
excepted, for the Army. 

Hague, Dec. 31. The Accommodation which the King 
of Pruffia concluded the 2th Inftant with the Queen of 
Hungary, ind of which M. Ammon, the Pruffian Mi- 
nifter here, has received a Copy, together with another 
Copy of the Accommodation_imade with the King of 











Poland Elector of Saxony, includes not only the Eleétor . 


Palatine, but likewite the Houfe of Heffe Catlel,who are 
to be invited to accede thereto: As to the reft, this Ac- 
commodation fquares with the Convention made at Ha- 
nover the 26th ot Auguit laft; that is to day, it re-eltab- 
lithes the Treaty of Bretiau, undcr the Guaranty of the 
fume Powers who did accede thereto. The Accommo- 
dation with the K. of Poland Eleétor of Saxony diftéis 
from the other in nothing but fone Conditions very one- 
rofe to that Prince ; foramong other things, ’tis ftipulated, 
that his Pruffian Majetty fhall be fully paid all the Con- 
tributions that he laid upon the Territories of the Eleéto- 
rate of Sixony, downto the 23d of this Month; that his 
Troops, in evacuating the faid Territories, fhall be pro- 
vided with all things neceffary, and defrayed by his Po- 
lith Mayefty, who, in Confideration of the extraordinary 
Expences which the King of Pruffia has been obliged to 
put himfelf to for his own Defence, has moreover en- 
gaged to pay this Prince a Mill'on of Rix-Dollars at or 
before next Eafier. This is all that has yet tranfpired of 
the Contents of the two Treaties in queftion ; and what- 
ever elfe is given out, concerning Engagements entred 
into by the King of Pruffia to furnifh Troops to certain 
Powers, isabfolutely groundlefs ; and we have Advices 
from very good Hands at Drefden, which fay, that not 
fo muchas a Sy)lable relating to any fuch Engagements 
was dropt in the Negotiations for the Peace. Befides, it 
is very well known that his Pruffian Majefty has laid 
down a Rule to himielf, which he will not. eatily be 
induced to deviate from, viz. not to hire to any Power 
his Troops, whom hecher ‘thes in a fingular Manner,and 
will neveremploy but in fuch Quarrels as he himfelf is 
dire&tly concerned in: And on the other Hand, if we 
confider in what Manner the Court of Vienna came in- 
to this lately concluded Reconciliation, and at the fame 
Time reflect upon whatisthe true Intereft of the King. 
of Pruffia, one muft foau be perfuaded that this Prince 
will join none of his Forces to thofe of any other Power 
iffach a Junétion tends in the leatt to the Benefit or Ag- 
grandizement of the Houfe of Aultria. 

An Extrad of aLetter froma foreign Minifter at the 

Hague, to a Magiftrate at Amfterdam, dated De- 
cember 31. 

The Baron of Reifchach, Minifter from the Emprefs 
Queen of Hungary, and Mr. Trevor, continue to have 
frequent Conferences with the States General, in order 
to prevent their High Mightineffes from giving Earto any 
Propotitions that fhould be made to them to induce them 
to enter into a Neutrrality. 

In a Conference which the former of thefe two had 
afew Days ago with fome Members of the Govern- 
ment, he omitted faying nothing which might convince 
them, That if their High Mightineffes hearkened to the 
flattering Promifes of France, whatever they might be, 
and accepted of the Neutrality offered them, the Ruin of 
the Republick would inevitably enfue ; for lect what 
would happen in confequence thereof, their High 
Mightineffes could not poflibly hope for any Af- 
fiftance from his Britannick Majefty, no more thanfrom 
the Emperor and Emprefs,; he therefore hoped that the 
States General, as well for their Glory, as for the Pre- 
fervation of ther Liberty, would utterly reje& all Propo- 
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pofitions coming from France, and adhere to the Promi- 
fes that had been madeto them by the Courts of Vienna 
and London, whieh would infaliibly be performed ina 
few Montiis. This Difcourfe had feemingly fome Er- 
fect upon their High Mightin fies, fecing they have fince 
ferioully deliberated upon on Augmentation of 25 or 
30000 Men, and twenty Men of War. 


LONDON, Dec. 28.

my, commanded by Colonel Honeywood, to the Num- 
ber of about 320; they marched to the Bottom of the 
Moor, where the Huflars informed them where the Re- 
bels were; but it being near 5 o’clock, our Men could 
not fee them till they, were juft upon them, nor till they 
gave the firit Fire; for they were intrench’d in a deep | 
watery Ditch, beyond an Hedge; but as foon as they_' 
had receied the Fire, our Men return’d it with’a Fire of 
Platoons, and immediately after with a whole Volley, | 
which was perform’d to the Admiration of all in the | 
Field, and our Men then gavea loud Huzza. The Re- 
bels run away about the Space of a Ficld, and our Men 
Page after them ; then the Rebels gave us another 

‘ire, and we retury’d it ; immediately attee which they 
attack’d us Sword in Hand, but it being dark, and our | 
Men having their Boots on, and it belig amongit the 
Ditches and in deep watery Ground, made it the worfe 
for them.” We had 11 Men killed, and 18 wounded ; 
amongft the wounded was Colonel Honeywood, and a 
Gaptain, and two Cornets, but none mortally. 

/OQpr Men ftood under Arms all Night, expecting a 
Battle in the Morning. 

There were 4 of the Rebels found in the Field, and 60 
taken Prifoners next Morning by the Country People, 
mott of them wounded; and 17 were found dead in-the 
River and Ditches thereabouts. 

The Rebels marched out with their Artillery from 
Penrith the fane Night about 6 o’clock, and took about 
100 of the Inhabitants of Penrith with them, with Lant- 
horns, and made thei lead their Horfes all the Way to 
Carflile, where they got by 9 o’clock next Morning, 
Our Horfe got all into Penrith on Thurfday Morning, 
the Foot at Night, and on Friday. 

On Thurfday and Friday the Country People, and our 
Huffars and Royal Hunters, were conftantly bringing 
the Rebels into Penrith. Lord Elcho is taken; he got 
a Cut in his Throat by one of our Huffars, which was 
€ w'd up, but we are doubtful whether he will recover, 
Capt. Hamilton is taken, and one who came from Man- 
chefter, who wasad 4 Rogue ; for, after Quarter 
was given him, he fir’d a Piftol at our Huffars.{
